With  the  gradual  return  of  the  old  members  of 
StafT  to  their  position,  it  has  been  possible  to  follow  n 
efficiently  the  routine  duties  of  the  Department. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  all  who  have  b 
on  Military  Duty  have  returned  safely,  though  not  in 
cases  without  having  incurred  serious  illness. 

The  Infant  and  Maternity  Work  has  developed  consid 
ably  during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  a  very  low  dea 
rate  for  infants.  Owing  to  the  almost  impossibility 
carrying  out  any  but  the  most  necessary  repairs,  i 
Hospitals  have  become  very  dilapidated,  and  considera 
outlay  will  be  required  to  bring  them  up  to  a  satisfacto 
standard,  and  in  the  town  a  great  many  of  the  houses  c 
very  neglected  and  require  numerous  repairs.

The  town  of  Oldham  is  mainly  situated  on  the  south¬ 
western  slopes  of  offshoots  from  the  Yorkshire  range  of 
hills,  the  height  of  the  surface  varying  from  about  1,200 
feet  above  the  sea  level  at  the  highest  point  above  S trines- 
dale  Sanatorium  to  360  feet  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town. 
The  Old  Market  Place  (the  centre  of  the  town)  is  696  feet 
above  the  sea  level. 

The  subsoil  is  chiefly  rock,  or  shale  overlying  the  coal 

measures,  and  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town  there  are  areas 

of  clay  with  occasional  sand  pockets. 

*  . 
The  country  to  the  west  and  south-west  is  open  to  the 

sea,  which  is  about  50  or  60  miles  distant,  and  the  pre¬ 
vailing  wind  is  from  the  south-west.  The  situation  of  the 

O 

town  is  thus  naturally  an  exposed  one,  and  the  usual  heavy 
rainfall  is  due  to  this. 

The  consequent  damp  atmosphere,  when  combined  with 
the  smoke  and  dust  of  a  large  manufacturing  town,  is 
certainly  not  beneficial  to  those  subject  to  lung  affections, 
and  the  cold  and  damp  have  a  tendency  to  induce  rheumatic 
affections.  The  high  death-rates  from  Bronchial  and  Heart 
Diseases  may  largely  be  attributable  to  these  conditions. 


On  the  other  hand,  the  damp  atmosphere  is  most 
beneficial  to  the  staple  trade  of  the  town  —  viz.,  that  of 
cotton  spinning,  and  conduces  to  its  prosperity. 

The  population  of  the  town  is  chiefly  industrial,  and 
the  purely  residential  class  is  gradually  decreasing.  The 
main  industry  of  the  town  is  cotton  spinning.  There  are 
also  large  engineering  works,  chiefly  for  cotton  machinery, 
weaving  mills,  gas  meter  works,  and  coal  mines.  &c. 

As  a  rule  those  industrially  employed  are  in  a  prosperous 
condition,  and  during  the  past  year  this  has  been  exception¬ 
ally  the  case. 

The  various  industries  of  the  to\.  t  find  employment  for 
both  males  and  females  after  leaving  school,  except  those 
domestically  engaged,  and  the  wages  have  been  generally 
high.

The  fact  that  less  than  100  children  availed  themselves 
of  free  meals  under  the  Education  Act  is  evidence  of  this. 
For  those  desiring  it  there  has. been  little  difficulty  in 
finding  employment,  except  in  the  case  of  partially  disabled 
soldiers

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  industrial  classes  own 
their  houses,  purchasing  them  through  the  Co-operative 

Stores  or  the  Building  Societies.

HOSPITALS. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  in  the  town  is  as  follows  _ 

(1)  The  Royal  Infirmary,  which  has  130  beds  available, 
and  during  the  year  1,939  In-patients  were  admitted  for 
treatment,  and  7,180  Out-patients  were  treated,  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  these  being  wounded  soldiers.  The 
Medical  Staff  consists  of  3  House  Surgeons  and  12  Visiting 


Medical  Men.  There  is  an  up-to-date  Electrical  Depar 
ment,  which  is  being  still  further  extended.  Included  i 
the  Med  ical  Staff  is  an  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  an  Aur; 
Surgeon.  The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  also  establish^ 
at  the  Royal  Infirmary. 


(2)  The  Guardians  have  large  hospital  wards,  with  til 
following  beds  available  : —

There  is  a  fully  equipped  and  admirably  arranged  operati 
theatre,  and  a  large  number  of  operations  are  perform 
Arrangements  are  in  force  for  the  admission  of  patients  w 
are  unable  to  pay  full  fees  for  operations  in  a  nursing  hon 
but  who  are  able  to  pay  something.  The  charges 
assessed  by  the  Guardians  according  to  the  income.  1 
Institution,  besides  being  a  training  centre  for  Nurse 
also  a  training  centre  for  Midwives. 

(3)  There  is  one  Private  Nursing  Home  in 
Borough,  for  private  patients  of  one  of  the  surgeons  in 
town.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  upland  gathering 
grounds,  either  owned  by  or  under  the  control  of  the  Corpora” 
tion.  It  is  of  great  purity,  and  very  soft,  but  in  the  upper 
portions  of  the  gathering  area  there  is  a  considerable 
amount  of  peaty  soil,  and  water  from  this  area  contains 
acid,  and  has  a  tendency  to  dissolve  the  lead  in  the  service 
pipes.  To  counteract  this,  the  water  is  collected  from  the 
land  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  before  being  distributed  is 
treated  with  carbonate  of  lime  to  neutralise  the  acid. 

This  treatment  is  apparently  effectual,  as  no  complaints 
of  lead  poisoning  have  been  received  for  several  years. 

Y  ith  the  exception  of  storage  to  allow  sedimentation 
and  subsequent  decantation  no  other  treatment  is  necessary 
for  the  great  bulk  of  the  water  supply. 

With  a  view  of  still  further  increasing  the  domestic 
supply  of  water  for  the  town,  patent  pressure  filters  have 
been  installed  for  purifying  the  water  from  certain 
reservoirs,  hitherto  used  as  compensation  water  only. 

These  filters  are  capable  of  dealing  with  3,300,000 
gallons  per  day. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  reservoirs  contained  about 
1,500,000,000  gallons,  or  23  weeks’  supply. 
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The  Waterworks  Engineer  (Mr.  Batley)  has  kindly

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  is  no  river  passing  through  the  town,  though  the 

Med  lock  and  the  Beal  have  both  their  origin  within  the 

town,  and  practically  the  whole  of  the  streams  have  been 

sewerized,  and  except  in  the  time  of  a  heavy  rainfall  the 

contents  are  intercepted  and  conveyed  to  the  Sewage 
Works  for  treatment.  ° 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

There  is  a  complete  system  of  sewerage  in  the  town 
the  greater  proportion  of  which  consists  of  properly  con¬ 
structed  sewers  and  pipe  drains.  There  are,  however,  a 
considerable  number  of  stone  drains  still  in  existence 
these,  when  the  opportunity  allows,  are  gradually  beiim 
converted  to  a  more  satisfactory  type.  On  two  sides  of  the 
own  there  are  main  intercepting  sewers,  which  pick  up  the 
sewers  and  streams,  and  convey  the  sewage  to  the  Sewage 
oiks.  Except  m  one  small  portion  of  the  town,  this 
sewage  finds  its  way  by  natural  gravitation  to  the  works. 


From  this  lower  portion  the  sewage  is  lifted  to  a  higher 
level  by  a  Shone’s  Ejector,  the  air  being  automatically 
compressed  by  the  sewage  coming  from  the  higher  levels. 
The  combined  system  of  drainage  is  in  vogue. 


Practically  all  house  drains  are  efficiently  trapped,  but 
the  greater,  proportion  of  the  street  grids  are  untrapped 
and  ventilate  at  the  surface  level,  and  the  majority  of  the 
rainwater  pipes  are  connected  and  act  as  ventilating  shafts. 

SEWAGE  WORKS. 

The  system  for  treating  the  Oldham  Sewage  consists  of 
the  following  arrangement  : — 

O  D 

(1)  Two  Detritus  Tanks,  with  coarse  and  fine  screens, 
each  fitted  with  revolving  rakes,  chains,  and  buckets  for 
removing  the  detritus  deposited  in  these  tanks.  These 
tanks  are  emptied,  and  all  the  sediment  removed  once  a 
week,  in  addition  to  the  daily  partial  emptying  by  the 
chain  and  buckets. 

(2)  Twelve  Sedimentation  Tanks,  nine  of  which  are  128 
feet  long  by  36  wide  and  6  feet  deep,  each  having  a  capacity 
of  about  180,000  gallons,  or  a  total  capacity  of  1,620,000 
gallons.  The  other  three  tanks  are  of  the  same  area,  but 
slightly  deeper,  and  are  used  for  the  reception  of  storm 
water,  and  have  a  capacity  of  about  600,000  gallons. 

(3)  Forty  Filters  or  Bacterial  Contact  Beds,  of  an  area 
of  14*56  acres,  and  having  a  total  capacity  when  empty  of 
S, 000, COO  gallons.  The  oldm*  beds  were  filled  with  screened 
mill  ashes,  and  are  practically  clogged  with  debris  and 
require  renewal.  The  larger  number  of  beds  are  filled  with 
screened  clinker  from  the  Destructor  Works. 
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(4)  A  system  of  fourteen  continuous  or  sprinkler  Filters 
for  Second  Contact  (Adams  Hydraulic  Company).  Eight 
of  them  are  filled  with  Destructor  clinker  and  broken 
stone,  and  the  six  constructed  later  are  filled  with  stone 
and  porous  slag. 

(5)  A  rectangular  Percolating  Filter  Bed  with  a 
Fiddian  Distributor.  This  filter  bed  is  for  the  second 
contact  of  the  tank  effluent  drawn  from  the  tanks  when 
they  are  emptied  for  sludging. 

The  Rectangular  Tanks  are  worked  on  the  continuous 
principle,  and  run  from  4  to  8  weeks  or  more  before  they 
are  emptied  for  sludging. 

The  sludge  is  disposed  of  by  settling  and  then  drying 
in  patent  dryers,  after  which  the  dried  material  is  treated 
in  retorts  to  remove  the  grease,  and  the  residue  is  sold  for 

o  7 

manure,  either  alone  or  fortified  with  chemicals. 

/ 

Some  of  the  thinner  sludge  is. pressed,  and  is  then 
removed  by  farmers  in  the  adjoining  neighbourhood, 
Generally  speaking,  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  during 
the  last  few  years  has  been  very  satisfactory,^  with  the 
exception  that  it  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  non 
putrescent  detritus.  The  provision  of  larger  humus  tank; 
is  needed  to  remedy  this. 

The  contact  filters  are  filled  once  or  twice  a  day,  accord 
ing  to  the  condition  of  the  tank  effluent. 

The  average  daily  dry  weather  flow  of  sewage  is  abouj 
4,000,000,  but  in  rainy  weather  the  flow  may  reach  four  o 
five  times  this  amount. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  year  1900  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained 
empowering  the  Corporation  to  undertake  the  conversion 
oi  all  the  pan  closets  in  the  town  to  the  water  carriage 
system. 

In  that  year  the  number  of  sanitary  pans  in  the  Borough 
was  23,610,  wdiile  the  total  number  of  water  closets  was 
5,005.  There  are  no  privy  middens  in  the  Borough. 

Below  is  tabulated  the  number  at  the  present  time. 
The  Committee  undertaking  the  conversion  adopted  the 
W  aste  W  ater  system,  and  up  to  about  four  years  ago  the 
conveision  was  actively  proceeded  with.  The  shortage  of 
men  during  the  war,  and  recently  the  high  price  of  labour 
and  materials  have  entirely  stopped  this  work.  The 
Council  ha\  e  also  passed  a  resolution  that  when  possible 
every  house  should  have  a  separate  closet.  This,  for  the 
above  reason,  is  also  in  abeyance,  and  though  there  are 
several  thousand  houses  without  a  separate  convenience,  no 
newT  closets  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 


At  the  close  of  the  year  the  conveniences  in  the  town

The  contents  of  the  pans  still  remaining  in  the  town 
are  collected  at  night  by  a  staff  of  men  employed  by  the 
Corporation,  and  removed  to  the  depot,  and  then  mixed 

with  shoddy  dust. and  sold  as  manure,  for  which  there  is  a 
great  demand. 


Offal. from  butchers,  fishmongers,  &c.,  is  collected  at 
frequent  intervals,  a  small  charge  being  made. 

All  new  houses  are  required  to  have  a  separate  closet  on 
the  water  or  waste  water  system. 

SCAVENGING. 

Tt  ie  removal  of  ashes  and  house  refuse  is  undertaken! 
by  a  Department  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  is  efficiently 
performed — any  notice  respecting  the  removal  of  refuse 
being  at  once  attended  to. 

A  local  Act  of  Parliament,  obtained  in  1909,  gave  the 
Corporation  power  to  require  the  demolition  of  ash-pits  and 
the  substitution  of  ash- cans  on  paying  not  less  than  one- 
half  the  cost  of  the  alteration,  and  new  ashpits  are  not  now 
allowed  to  be  built. 

Up  to  about  five  or  six  years  ago  this  important  sanitary 
improvement  was  actively  proceeded  with,  but  the  war 
rendered  it  necessary  to  temporarily  suspend  the  work. 

The  three  densest  Wards  in  the  town  were  tackled  first, 
and  have  now  practically  been  cleared  of  ashpits.  In  all 
over  6,000  have  been  demolished.  At  the  close  of  the  year

About  two- thirds  of  the  ashcan  and  ashpit  refuse  is 
burnt  at  the  destructors,  of  which  there  are  three  in  the 
town. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

Particulars  of  the  amount  of  work  in  this  direction  will 
be  found  in  Section  C  and  in  the  Summary  of  the  Inspector’s 
work  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

Every  portion  of  the  Borough  is  under  frequent  and 
systematic  inspection.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Bye-Laws  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  these  pre¬ 
mises  are  in  force,  and  the  houses  are  supervised  by  a 
Special  Officer  of  the  Police  Force,  and  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Watch  Committee.  The  accommodation  is 
as  follows  : —

The  average  occupation  per  night  is  about  half  what  it 
was  a  few  years  ago. 

All  Common  Lodging  Houses  are  now  annually  licensed. 

In  addition  to  the  Common  Lodging  Houses,  there  are 
two  other  classes  of  Houses  of  a  similar  nature — (a)  Houses 
let  as  lodgings  which  are  supposed  to  be  occupied  by 
weekly  tenants  only  ;  and  (b)  Furnished  Rooms. 

These  are  Registered  as  soon  as  their  occupation  becomes 
known.  An  attempt  to  secure  their  Registration  before 
occupation  was  objected  to  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  who  refused  to  allow  a  clause  securing  this  being 
inserted  in  the  new  Bye-Laws,

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At  tlie  close  of  the  year  there  were  158  Houses  let  in 
Lodgings  and  747  Furnished  Rooms,  a  slight  decrease  in 
both  cases  over  the  previous  year.  These  premises  are 
visited  at  least  once  a  month  and  during  the  year  8,734 
visits  were  paid  to  them.  It  was  necessary  to  issue  177 
notices  for  defects,  of  which  149  were  complied  with  before 
the  year  closed.  In  December,  1918,  revised  Bye-Laws 
came  into  force  and  a  copy  of  the  provisions  was  hung  in 
each  room  affected. 

The  principal  alteration  from  ihe  former  Bye-Laws  was 
a  clause  which  prohibits  the  occupation  of  a  room  as  a 
sleeping  apartment  by  persons  of  opposite  sexes  above  the 
age  of  twelve  years  except  as  regards  two  persons  habitually 
living  together  as  husband  and  wife.

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

None  of  the  places  where  these  trades  are  carried  on 
are  very  large  places — one  or  two  of  the  tripe  depots,  a 
hide  and  skin  place  and  a  grease  works  are  the  largest. 
Thi  *ee  hundred  and  forty  five  visits  have  been  paid  to  these 
premises  and  as  evidence  of  the  condition  in  which  they  are 
kept,  it  was  only  necessary  to  serve  two  notices  for 
improvements,  both  of  which  were  complied  with.

FOOD  SUPPLIES. 
(a)  Milk.

There  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  105  Cowsheds  and 
46  Farm  Dairies  in  the  Borough.  These  premises  are  under 
the  super  vision  of  the  Food  Inspector,  but  owing  to  the  j 
enormous  amount  of  work  necessitated  in  the  inspection  of 
the  frozen  meat  sent  into  the  town,  only  142  visits  were 
paid.  Two  notices  for  an  insufficient  water  supply  were 
issued.  All  the  cowsheds  have  now  over  600  cubic  feet  of 
air  space  per  head.  . 


There  is  one  Depot  in  the  Borough  where  the  milk  is 
sterilized  and  cooled  before  being  issued  to  the  consumers. 
The  Health  Committee  had  before  them  a  suggestion  for 
conducting  a  farm  for  the  hospital  and  other  municipal 
supplies,  but  no  action  was  taken  in  the  matter.  There  is 
considerable  room  for  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  some 
of  the  shippons.

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  439  Retail  Dairies  on 
the  Register.  These  are  visited  at  intervals. 

In  addition  to  the  visits  to  the  above  premises  153  visits 
were  made  to  places  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured. 


No  outbreak  of  disease  has  been  associated  with  the  milk 
supply  during  the  year.

In  J  able  20  are  tabulated  statistics  relating  to  the 
premises.  1  he  number  on  the  Register  remains  the*sai 
as  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  six  having  been  disco 
tinued  and  six  new  ones  registered. 


About  480  visits  have  been  paid  in  connection  wi 
them,  but  only  two  notices  for  defects  were  required,  bo 
of  which  were  complied  with.  The  Workshops  Inspect 
takes  charge  of  this  work. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1918  there  were  on  the  Regist 
39  Private  Slaughter  Houses,  which  were  annually  license 
Iheie  is  no  public  Abbatoir  or  Registered  Slaughter  Hon 
in  the  Borough. 

Owing  to  the  prohibition  of  the  slaughter  of  catt] 
except  on  the  three  selected  slaughter  houses,  it  was  co 
siclered  inadv  isable  to  grant  a  license  to  those  where  catt 
and  sheep  only  were  slaughtered,  and  25  were  not  re-license 
One  new  license  was  granted,  and  with  the  exception  of  th; 
above  three  the  remainder  were  for  the  slaughter  of  pij 
only.  Owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  the  slaughti 

houses,  the  visits  to  these  premises  shows  also  a  grei 
reduction. 

The  bad  condition  in  which  some  consignments  offorei^ 
meat  arrived  in  the  town  necessitated  the  examination 
every  carcase,  which  in  the  case  of  frozen  meat  was  a  vei 
laborious,  wet  and  cold  duty,  and  at  times  an  addition, 
inspector  had  to  be  detailed  for  the  work. 


A  temporary  and  somewhat  primitive  plant  for  sterilizin 
the  condemned  meat  was  erected  at  the  sewage  work 
After  sterilizing,  the  frit  is  abstracted,  and  after  the  removi 
of  the  bones  the  residue  is  dried  for  poultry  food.

No.  9  sample  of  milk  was  purchased  from  the  same 
vendor  as  the  preceding  three  samples,  and  purchased  the 
day  before  the  proceedings  in  court.  It  contained  8*82  per 
cent,  of  added  water. 

The  vendor  was  summoned  before  the  Health  Committee, 
and  gave  as  an  explanation  that  his  son  was  still  adding  the 
water  up  to  time  of  the  prosecution  of  the  previous  cases, 
but  he  had  now  taken  measures  to  stop  this. 

In  view  of  the  police  court  proceedings  and  fine,  he  was 
cautioned,  and  agreed  to  pay  the  analyst's  fee. 

The  remainder  of  the  samples,  as  well  as  the  two  informal 
samples,  were  all  genuine 

Owing  to  the  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  certain  food 
supplies,  the  taking  of  samples  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  vendor  of  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  obtained 
was  somewhat  difficult.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  also  of  cer¬ 
tain  foods  it  was  considered  unnecessary  to  take  a  large 
number  of  samples. 

The  position  of  the  sale  of  milk  cannot  be  considered 
satisfactory  under  the  present  regulations,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  ere  long  additional  regulations  which  will  secure  a  pure 
milk  supply  will  be  available.  At  present,  unless  the  case 
is  a  very  glaring  one,  it  is  almost  useless  to  institute 
proceedings  in  a  court  of  law.  This  is  especially  the  case 
when  there  is  a  deficiency  of  fat,  to  the  detriment  of  infant 
life  in  tire  Borough.  / 

HOUSING. 

During  the  last  few  years  the  poorer  houses  in  the  town 
have  considerably  deteriorated.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining 
repairs  through  lack  of  labour  and  material,  and  the 


neglect  of  painting,  Ac.,  lias  been  largely  responsible  for 
this.  At  the  same  time,  the  balance  (sometimes  loss)  after- 
paying  taxes  and  rates,  has  reduced  the  income  from  cot¬ 
tage  property  to  such  a  nominal  figure  that  owners  have 
been  disinclined,  and  in  many  cases  totally  unable  to  keep 
their  property  in  proper  repair.  The  Health  Committed 
gave  instructions  that  notices  should  only  be  issued  for 
absolutely  essential  repairs,  and  a  considerable  number  of 
these  had  not  been  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

H  ouse  building  has  been  of  course,  entirely  suspended, 
and  though  practically  every  house  is  occupied,  and  there  is 
a  great  demand  for  houses,  there  is  very  little  technical 
overcrowding  (less  than  1  per  cent,  of  the  houses).  The 
moral  overcrowding  through  lack  of  sleeping  rooms  is 
more  unsatisfactory.  House-to-House  Inspection,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  House  and  Town  Planning  Act,  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  District  Inspectors,  but  as  no  additional 
staff  was  appointed  it  is  proceeding  very  slowly.

J  lie  above  number  leaves  about  24,000  houses  to  be 
inspected,  and  towards  the  close  of  the  year  instructions 
were  given  that  the  necessary  temporary  stall’ be  engaged, 
"ho  aie  to  cany  out  the  Act  o t  Parliament.  This  staff 
commenced  duty  in  January,  1920,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
servey  will  he  completed  in  six  or  eight  months. 

A  Record  Card  is  kept  of  each  house  inspected,  and 

entries  are  also  made  on  the  card  of  every  case  of  nuisance 

or  insanitary  condition,  and  each  case  of  Phthisis,  or  major 

infectious  disease,  and  also  of  every  death  which  occurs. 

The  caul  index  system  is  used,  and  in  course  of  time  the 

sanitary  history  of  every  house  in  the  Borough  will  thus  be 
recorded. 


Five  cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered  and  remedied 

during  the  year. 


Further  statistics  relating  to  the  notices  served  for 
nuisances,  &c.r  will  be  found  under  the  Inspector’s  Report.

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 


Factories. — The  mill  reservoirs  are  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation  by  the  District  Inspectors.  The  nuisances  arising 
from  these  has  very  considerably  decreased,  owing  to  the 
fewer  firms  who  obtain  water  from  the  sewers,  and  the  cool 
and  wet  summer  has  further  militated  against  the  reservoirs 
becoming  a  nuisance  from  putrifaction  of  the  contents. 
Most  of  the  mills  are  worked  by  condensing  engines,  in 
which  the  water  is  used  over  and  over  again,  and  thus 
becomes  very  concentrated.  The  reports  of  unsatisfactory 
conditions  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  conveniences 
received  from  the  Factory  Inspector  are  attended  to. 

Smoke  observations  are  taken  by  the  District  Inspectors. 

Workshops  — These  are  chiefly  visited  by  the  Special 
Inspector  appointed  for  the  purpose  At  the  close  of  the 
year  there  were  on  the  Register  534  workshops,  &c.,  an 
increase  of  three  over  the  previous  year. 

In  Table  25  will  be  found  details  of  the  defects  for  which 
notices  were  served.  In  all  1,314  visits  were  made,  and  441 
notices  served  lor  defects.

STAFF. 

The  Staff  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
remains,  with  the  exception  of  those  engaged  in  Infant 
Welfare  Work,  much  the  same  as  regards  numbers  as  in 
pre-war  days,  almost  the  only  variation  being  that  there  is 
now  no  Smoke  Inspector,  the  District  Inspectors  taking  the 
observations  in  the  Wards  in  which  they  work. 

The  extension  of  the  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare 
work  has  increased  the  number  of  nurses  engaged  on  this 
from  three  to  seven,  and  a  female  clerk.  Details  of  the 
work  will  be  found  in  a  later  section. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1919. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, — I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report 
of  the  work  done  by  your  staff  of  Inspectors  during  the 
year. 

Contagious.  Diseases. — There  were  five  cases  of  Para¬ 
sitic  Mange  during  the  year,  all  being  reported  by  the 
owner. 

Food  Inspection. — The  visits  to  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  deposited  for  sale  numbered  7,G45.  In  the 
previous  year  13,592  visits  were  paid.  The  decrease  is 
caused  by  having  a  depleted  staff,  and  many  of  the  premises 
being  temporarily  closed. 


During  the  year  54  tons  of  diseased  or  unsound  food 
was  destroyed. 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
with  respect  to  diseased  or  unsound  food. 

During  the  year  185  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  animals 
were  reported,  in  addition  five  were  found,  making  a  total 
of  190  cases.  Of  these  185  occurred  in  cattle  and  five  in 
swine. 

W  e  began  the  year  with  39  slaughterhouses  on  the 
register.  During  the  year  one  new  license  was  issued  and 
25  w eie  lapsed,  dhe  slaughter  of  the  cattle  and  sheep  for 
the  borough  and  some  of  the  Out-Districts  was  all  done  in 
th  ree  slaughterhouses. 

% 

The  visits  to  Cowsheds  are  very  few  in  number,  this 
being  caused  by  the  excessive  amount  of  diseased  animals 
being  slaughtered,  which  required  constant  attention  by  the 
Meat  Inspector.  Two  notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  100  samples  of  food  were  purchased 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  one  sample  was  pur¬ 
chased  informally,  a  total  of  101  samples,  which  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst. 

Smoke  Inspection. —During  the  year  1,566  observa¬ 
tions  were  taken,  and  in  eight  cases  only-  was  the  limit 
exceeded.  In  all  cases  the  limit  was  almost  approached, 
and  these  were  reported  to  you.  Three  of  the  cases  in 
which  the  limit  had  been  exceeded  were  adjourned  for  three 
months  and  one  for  two  months,  with  the  understanding 
that  nothing  further  would  be  done  if  the  limit  was  not 
exceeded  in  the  meantime.  In  two  cases  legal  notices  were 
served  and  in  two  other  cases  the  offenders  were  cautioned. 
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Inspection  of  Nuisances.— During  the  year  3, 102 
notices  for  abatement  of  various  nuisances  have  been  served, 
and  in  addition  to  these  19  notices  were  served  for  the 
demolition  of  defective  ashpits.  In  connection  with  the 
above  nuisances  14,973  re-visits  were  paid  during  the  year. 


Demolition  of  Ashpits. — Except  in  cases  where  the 
ashpit  was  defective,  or  where  an  owner  desired  to  demolish, 
this  work  has  been  held  in  abeyance  During  the  year  20 
ashpits  have  been  demolished  and  106  dustbins  substituted. 


Closet  Accommodation. — The  provision  of  additional 
accommodation  for  houses  insufficiently  provided  for  has 
been  held  up  during  the  year  owing  to  the  scarcity  and  high 
prices  of  labour  and  materials.  None  were  built  during 
the  year.  There  are  still  several  thousands  of  houses  with 
insufficient  closet  accommodation. 


House  Inspection.  — During  the  year  318  houses  have 
been  inspected  under  the  Town  Planning  Act.  During  the 
whole  of  the  year  only  those  houses  complained  of,  or  in 
which  there  were  infectious  diseases  have  been  inspected. 
A  notice  to  cleanse  was  served  on  51  owners  or  occupiers,  of 
these  41  were  complied  with  during  the  year.  The  number 
of  houses  found  structurally  defective  amounted  to  69,  of 
these  38  were  repaired  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  8,734  visits  were  paid  to  furnished 
rooms,  resulting  in  71  notices  to  cleanse  being  served,  and 
79  notices  to  repair  defective  rooms,  also  three  notices  for 
overcrowding,  a  total  of  177  notices.  Of  these  149  notices 
were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases.  — The  number  of  visits  paid  to 
Infectious  Diseases  amounted  to  852,  an  increase  of  398 

over  1918. 


o 
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The  visits  to  Phthisis  numbered  1 13,  a  decrease  of  two 
visits  when  compared  with  1918.  The  visits  to  Phthisis 
cases  were  paid  in  order  to  arrange  for  disinfection. 


In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
great  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  the  members  of 
your  staff,  and  to  yourself  for  your  confidence  and  support.

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Observations  of  the  Factory  Chimneys  in  respect  to  the 
amount  of  black  smoke  issued  are  taken  by  the  District 
Inspectors,  the  office  of  Smoke  Inspector  having  been  dis¬ 
continued  during  the  war. 

The  limit  under  which  no  prosecutions  or  action  is  taken 
is  a  very  liberal  one,  much  higher  than  in  most  other  towns, 
and  is  as  follows  : — 

When  1  or  2  boilers  are  in  use  2  minutes  black"  smoke  in  a 
half  hour’s  observation. 

When  3  boilers  are  in  use  3  minutes  do.  do. 

When  4  or  more  boilers  are  in  use  4  minutes  do. 

All  cases  when  this  limit  is  exceeded  are  reported  to  the 
Health  Committee.  During  the  year  eight  firms  were  thus 
reported.  In  two  cases,  it  being  the  first  offence,  the  legal 
notice  was  ordered  to  be  served.  In  the  other  cases  the 
firms  were  cautioned  against  a  repetition  of  the  offence. 
No  prosecutions  were  ordered. 
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The  invariable  excuses  given  were  the  poor  quality  of 
the  coal,  and  the  inexperience  and  indifference  of  the  fire¬ 
men  employed. 

In  Tables  No.  28  to  32  will  be  found  various  details 
relating  to  this  work. 

PUBLIC  ACTS  AND  BYELAWS. 

There  are  several  local  Acts  of  Parliament  in  force, 
several  of  which  contain  Sanitary  Enactments. 

Parts  ii.,  iii.,  and  v.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amend¬ 
ment)  Act,  1890,  have  been  adopted  ;  and  also  the  Notifica¬ 
tion  of  Births  Act.

In  addition  to  the  above  list  there  were  five  deaths  from 
Whooping  Cough,  17  from  Diarrhoea,  and  no  less  than  164 
deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza.  Seven  deaths  were 
attributed  to  Syphilis.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease, 
except  Influenza  and  Syphilis,  are  visited  by  one  or  other 
member  of  the  staff,  and  the  usual  precautions  adopted. 


The  Male  Inspectors  -undertake  the  supervision  of  the 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  and 
Erysipelas. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Puerperal  Fever,  and  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  while  one 
of  the  Medical  Staff  pays  a  visit  of  investigation  to  cases 
of  Ophthalmia,  Infantile  Paralysis,  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever, 
Malaria,  Encephalitis,  etc.

INFLUENZA. 


This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  months  ( 
March  and  April,  and  again  claimed  a  heavy  death  toll. 

The  deaths  of  164  persons  were  attributed  to  th 
disease.  The  heaviest  death  rate  seemed  to  be  in  adu 
life  between  the  ages  of  25  and  55  years. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHAEGICA. 

Five  cases  were  notified  in  January  and  Februar 
Four  cases  had  all  the  symptoms  of  this  disease.  Thrfl 
of  these  died,  and  one  very  slowly  recovered.  No  liistor:

No  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER, 


An  informal  notification  of  a  case  of  this  disease  was 


received.  The  child  was  removed  to  hospital,  and  the 
necessary  disinfection  carried  out.  The  symptoms  subse¬ 
quently  pointed  almost  certainly  to  the  disease  being  of  a 
tubercular  nature.  Not  only  did  the  cerebral  symptoms 
point  to  this  disease  but  abdominal  tubercular  disease  was 
also  present.

No  information  could  be  obtained  as  to  the  source  of 
the  disease.  Nos.  3  and  4  were  both  notified  from  the  Poor 
IVtw  Hospital  ;  one  case  having  been  removed  there  from 
an  outside  •  district,  and  the  other  from  an  Oldham  address 
two  or  three  weeks  previously. 

Eighteen,  specimens  of  blood  were  sent  for  examination, 
but  only  three  gave  a  positive  reaction. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified  and  three  of  them  died. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

In  the  early  portion  of  the  year  there  were  compara¬ 
tively  few  cases  of  this  disease,  and  these  of  a  very  mild 
tvpe.  Up  to  the  end  of  August  out  of  161  cases  there 
were  only  two  deaths.  From  August  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
not  only  was  the  disease  more  prevalent  but  the  type  was 
of  a  more  severe  form. 

During  the  year  436  cases  were  notified,  and  out  of 
these  16  died,  equal  to  a  percentage  of  3*66.  No  part  of 
the  town  was  more  particularly  affected  ;  254  were  removed 
to  hospital.

During  the  year  118  cases  were  notified,  and  21,  or  18 
per  cent.  died.  Forty-six  of  these  cases  were  removed  to 
Westhulme  for  treatment.

VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

The  scheme,  which  came  into  force  in  July,  1917,  has 
been  in  full  working  order  during  the  year.

During  the  year  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Dispensary  has  been  continued,  and  was  gradually 
getting  back  to  its  old  efficiency.

In  addition  to  these  a  number  of  discharged  soldiers  were 
notified  either  by  the  Army  Authorities  or  more  frequently 
by' the  Pensions  Ministry,  and  these  are  not  included  in  the 
above  number.  Many  of  these  were  already  on  the 
Register  as  pre-war  cases.

GENERAL  DISEASES. 

As  regards  Lung  Diseases  there  was  a  decrease  in  til 
number  of  deaths  compared  with  the  previous  year,  hut  tl! 
number  still  remained  high.  Influenza,  doubtless,  contrl 
buted  some  of  these,  and  on  the  other  hand  some  were  pij 
down  to  Influenza  which  in  ordinary  times  would  have  bee- 
attributed  to  one  of  the  following  : — Bronchitis  caused  3(; 
deaths,  compared  with  363  in  the  previous  year ;  an- 
Pneumonia  (all  forms)  157,  compared  with  305  in  1918. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  during  tl

The  deaths  from  Heart  Disease  also  show  a  slig! 
decrease,  being  220,  compared  with  234  in  the  year  1918.!

Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare. 


For  the  purpose  of  Infant  Welfare  Work  the  town  is 
divided  into  six  Districts,  and  there  are  six  Health  Visitors, 
each  one  being  responsible  for  one  of  these  Districts.  There 
is  in  each  District  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  with  a  Sub- 
Centre  in  the  Hollinwood  district,  making  a  total  of  seven 
Centres.  The  Centres  meet  weekly,  the  Infant  Welfare 
Consultation  alternating  with  a  School  for  Mothers.
